Veterans,Tetreault and Allen 
talk about Veterans Wall incident

Two young women charged 
with defacing Veterans Wall 
in Liberty just three days after 
July 4 are now speaking out 
about what they did and the 
reason behind it. 


Erica Tetreault, 19, and 
Kasey Allen, 20, face charges 
and a July 23 court date for 
second-degree criminal mis¬ 
chief and disorderly conduct. 

Liberty Police Chief Ste¬ 
ven Garrett said that the three 
will also be charged with 
second-degree desecration of 


a venerated object, a Class A 
misdemeanor. 

According to KRS 
525.110, a person is guilty 
of desecration of a venerated 
object when “he intention¬ 
ally desecrates any public 
monument or object or place 
of worship or desecrates in a 
public place the national or 
state flag or other patriotic or 
religious symbol which is an 
object of veneration by the 
public or a substantial seg¬ 
ment thereof.” 


According to www.diction- 
aiy.com, “venerated” means 
“to hold in deep respect.” 

On July 7, the two, along 
with an unnamed 15-year- 
old, wrote on Veterans Wall 
in Liberty Park in mud, court 
records show. 

According to court records, 
the trio admitted to Officer 
George Emerson that they 
wrote on the wall and left 
three muddy handprints, a 
heart shaped-symbol, the let¬ 
ters “BFF” and “RIP GP.” 


In addition, it appears in 
police photographs that one 
of the three backed up to the 
wall and left a muddy imprint 
of their buttocks, said Fiberty 
Police Chief Steven Garrett. 

While local veterans have 
expressed their shock and 
dismay at what the three did, 
two of the three charged are 
now saying they meant no 
disrespect. 

In fact, Tetreault said that

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Weekend 
car crash 
claims life 
of Liberty 
man

Graveside services 
were held Tuesday for a 
Casey County man killed 
in an automobile accident 
this weekend. 

James L. Baugh, 37, 
of Liberty, died Sunday 
around 11:32 p.m., in a 
single-vehicle crash near 
Liberty, a report by Ken¬ 
tucky State Police Troop¬ 
er Adam Likins said. 

Baugh was traveling 
north on U.S. 127 when 
he apparently lost control 
of the 2004 Saturn he was 
driving, overcorrected 
and overturned, Likins 
said. The crash occurred 
one mile south of Liberty 
at Walnut Hill. 

Baugh was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

A passenger in the ve¬ 
hicle, Samantha Dilbeck, 
29, of Liberty, was treat¬ 
ed and released from the 
Casey County Hospital, 
the report said. 

Evidence in the vehicle 
at the scene led authori¬ 
ties to believe alcohol 
was a contributing factor, 
Kentucky State Trooper 
Clint Walker said Tues¬ 
day. 

Neither occupant was 
wearing a seatbelt. 

Trooper Likins was as¬ 
sisted at the scene by the 
Casey County Sheriff’s 
Department, Casey Coun¬ 
ty EMS, Casey County 
Rescue Squad, and the 
Dunnville and Clements- 
ville Fire Departments. 

He was a gate welder at 
Green River Gate and a 
member of the Church of 
the First Born. 

Baugh was preceded 
in death by a 2-year-old 
son, James Austin Baugh, 
who died from injuries 
suffered in a 2001 auto¬ 
mobile accident.

As the clock ticks to¬ 
ward the implementation 
of the Affordable Care Act 
(ACA), where does the 
“average person” stand? 

Right in the bullseye. 

A couple of weeks ago, 
businesses received a 
break when the Obama ad¬ 
ministration announced a 
key provision of the ACA 
has been delayed. 

An employer mandate 
will still require busi¬ 
nesses with 50 or more 
full-time emnlovees to 


provide health insurance to 
employees who work more 
than 30 hours per week, but 
a Jan. 1, 2014 deadline has 
been extended one year to 


Jan. 1,2015. 

After that date, all laws 
pertaining to ACA will be 
in effect - including the in¬ 
dividual health insurance 


mandate requiring individ¬ 
uals to purchase insurance 
or be penalized. 

And that may affect 
YOU. 

Everybody take 
cover(age) 

A recent survey by the 
Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention (CDC) 
found an estimated 45 
million Americans were 
without healthcare insur¬ 
ance during the first nine 
months of 2012. 

Not surprisingly, 41 
percent of those without 


health insurance were 
below the poverty level 
- which equates to an in¬ 
come of $11,170 for a sin¬ 
gle person. 

Many of the uninsured 
cite affordability as an is¬ 
sue. 

Under President Barrack 
Obama’s plan, health care 
reform law aims to extend 
health insurance coverage 
to a large portion of the 
uninsured. 

In an attempt to address 
those considered poor, or 
near-poor, the ACA will

Trayvon 

The Trayvon Martin 
murder trial is over, George 
Zimmerman was acquitted, 
and the courts have spoken. 
Our justice system works. 

Martin was shot and 
killed by George Zimmer¬ 
man in Sanford, Fla. Feb. 
26, 2012. Zimmerman 

claimed the teen attacked 
him and he shot and killed 
Martin in self-defense. 

The world has followed 
this case closely and I’ve 
watched legal experts flip- 
flop back and forth as to 
whether George Zimmer¬ 
man will be acquitted. 

President Barack Obama 
even tried to influence the 
proceeding by saying that if 
he had a son, he would want 
him to be like Trayvon.

Nine times out of 10, just 
plain old courtesy and re¬ 
spect can keep a lot of kids 
out of trouble. But sadly, 
that’s something that is ter¬ 
ribly lacking today among 
many of our young peo¬ 
ple. Who’s going to teach 
them? 

I don’t care who you are 
or how old you are, the 
words of Scripture ring 
true. 

“A soft answer turneth 
away wrath.” 



When you can't care enough to care 


You can often see it in their 
eyes, if you take the time to 
look — That far away gaze 
tells you they are somewhere 
else — maybe in the future or 
the past but not the present. 

Or sometimes their eyes 
dart this way and that, like 
those of a trapped animal 
searching for an escape route. 

And if you have occasion 
to be with them for very long, 
you’ll notice a restlessness — 
an inability to move forward 
with any kind of fruitfulness 
— even though they might 
exhibit workaholic tenden¬ 
cies or conversely, extreme 
lethargy. 

I’m not referring to some¬ 
one afflicted with ADHD or 
Lyme disease or mononucleo¬ 
sis. 

Then, what is it? 

If, like a “Jeopardy!” con¬ 
testant, you’ve just said, 
“What is acedia?” you should 
be hearing Alex Trebek say¬ 
ing, “Right you are.” 

This is no recent phenom¬ 
enon. Acedia (pronounced 
uh-SEE-dee-uh) was first 
described by a fourth cen¬ 
tury monk named Evagrius 
of Ponticus. The Greek root 
of the word literally means 
“without care.” It’s a complex 
condition that defies a simple 
definition. 

It’s a spiritual lethargy — 
an extreme kind of indiffer¬ 
ence — the awareness that 
you don’t care, but you can’t 
seem to care that you don’t 



care, even though your apathy 
weighs on you, crushing your 
spirit. 

Evagrius described it as the 
“noonday demon,” perhaps 
because it’s bold enough to at¬ 
tack in the middle of the day 
instead of sneaking in late at 
night, or maybe because that’s 
when the intensity of the sun 
begins to wear on us, and the 
drag of the day creeps in as 
the freshness of the morning 
evaporates, leaving us lan¬ 
guishing with the staleness of 
the afternoon’s work awaiting 
us. 

Acedia can be dangerous 
because it is subtly attrac¬ 
tive. Kathleen Norris, who 
has struggled with acedia for 
much of her life and written 
extensively about it, describes 
it as “spiritual morphine.” 

Disconnecting from peo¬ 
ple, God, and yourself can be 
seductive because there are 
times when we grow weary 
of them all. Like someone 
teetering between being com¬ 
fortably numb and inebri¬ 
ated, we stare at the world as 
it passes by. Soon, cynicism 
sets in. We criticize ourselves 
and others but have no desire 
to make improvements; we 


watch TV shows we dislike 
but are too enervated to pick 
up the remote and change the 
channel. 

No wonder, as Norris notes, 
Aldous Huxley called acedia 
the primary affliction of his 
age. 

“Its balefiil influence still 
sours our relationships to soci¬ 
ety, politics, and our families,” 
she said. 

Maybe John Plotz, Profes¬ 
sor of English at Brandeis 
University, is right. “It takes 
an acediac to know acedia.” If 
he’s right, I can’t say I know 
acedia, except as an occasion¬ 
al minor affliction, an unwel¬ 
come guest that’s bothersome 
but not permanent. And yet, 
like the winter cold that seems 
to keep hanging around, when 
you’ve got it, you wonder if it 
will it will ever go away. 

The cure for acedia is not as 
easy as repeating a few posi¬ 
tive statements, as Bob Wiley 
(Bill Murray) did in the mov¬ 
ie, “What About Bob?” “I feel 
good, I feel great, I feel won¬ 
derful. I feel good, I feel great, 
I feel wonderful. I feel good, 
I feel great, I feel wonderful.” 
Bob rehearses to himself each 
morning in an effort to con¬ 
quer his neuroses. 

The Egyptian monk and 
early Desert Father of the fifth 
century, Abba Poemen, knew 
something about overcom¬ 
ing acedia. He admonished 
his disciples to recognize it 
for what it is: a temptation to 


despair. Naming it is at least 
a beginning to finding peace 
when the noonday demon 
strikes. Again, Abba Poeman 
said, “Teach your mouth to 
say that which you have in 
your heart.” 

I’ve learned to speak to ace¬ 
dia as I would to any seeming¬ 
ly insurmountable mountain 
in life. “Greater is the Spirit 
that is in me than the spirit that 
is in the world,” I say to my¬ 
self, paraphrasing I John 4:4. 

Another Desert Father, 
John Cassian, advised pa¬ 
tience, prayer, and manual 
labor as the way through ace¬ 
dia. And Norris suggests such 
practical actions as memoriz¬ 
ing Scripture, finding com¬ 
munity, shoveling manure, 
washing dishes, dusting the 
bookshelf, and being kind to 
one another as ways of coping 
with acedia. 

Since we are in control of 
our thoughts, we don’t have 
to be dominated by acedia or 
any temptation. We may not 
be able to avoid it, since it is 
part of the human condition, 
but we can respond to it in 
positive ways. As the reform¬ 
er of the sixteenth century, 
Martin Luther is supposed to 
have said, “You can’t help it 
if a bird flies over your head, 
but you don’t need to let him 
make a nest in your hair.” 

The challenge of course, 
when it comes to acedia, is 
caring enough to wave the 
bird away. 
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Tobacco, other crops hit hard by weather

When local tobacco farm¬ 
ers set their tobacco plants in 
the fields a couple of months 
ago, they were already fac¬ 
ing less than perfect condi¬ 
tions. But with the recent 
heavy rains followed by hot 
temperatures, it’s turning 
out to be a perfect storm. 

“We didn’t start out with 
the best of crop conditions 
for tobacco this year. Cool 
weather and we’ve had 
pretty moist conditions and 
now, abnormally wet. Last 
year this time it was 100 de¬ 
grees and no rain,” said Will 
Stallard, Casey County’s 
UK Extension Agent for 
Agriculture and Natural Re¬ 
sources. 

And these conditions 
have not led agricultural ex¬ 
perts to be overly optimistic 
in their assessment of the 
crop. 

“The tobacco crop has 
been hit really hard. We 
could have up to a 50 per¬ 
cent crop loss,” said Stal¬ 
lard. 

With more than 11 inches 
of rain in some parts of the 
county the week of July 4, 
and then with a hot sun ap¬ 
pearing the following Sun¬ 
day, the results hit farmers 
hard. 

“When the sun popped 
out, so much water basically 
started cooking the roots of 
the plant and the tobacco 


plants just started wilting. 
As the sun cooked on the 
plants, it began to scald and 
sunburn,” he said. 

When a tobacco plant 
reaches a certain growing 
point when the bud appears, 
if it scalds the plants will 
probably be done, Stallard 
said. 

Not only are farmers hop¬ 
ing to salvage their crop not 
affected by scalding, they’re 
also facing another chal¬ 
lenge. 

“We’ve got a poor root 
system on that tobacco 
plant. Typically, once a 
plant has been set, that plant 
will very quickly send out 
roots that will go find water 
and nutrients that are put in 
the soil in the form of fertil¬ 
izer,” Stallard said. 

But because of an over¬ 
abundance of water, the 
plant hasn’t had to search 
for water and nutrients. 

“If the soil surface dries 
out a whole lot, we could 
actually see some plants 
turn around and start to 
show some signs of drought 
within the next week or so,” 
he said, adding that timely 
rains will be needed in the 
coming weeks because of 
the poor root systems. 

Stallard said that although 
tobacco is a finicky crop, it’s 
also a very resilient crop. 

Tobacco farmer Val- 
lard Goode, who has 184 
acres of the crop planted in 
the Crockett Trail area, re¬ 


mained optimistic. 

“It looks a little bit rough 
but you can always hope,” 
he said. 

Corn and soybeans 

Stallard said that the coun¬ 
ty’s com and soybean crops 
are looking good and if op¬ 
timal conditions continue, 
yields should be much more 
than last year’s harvest that 
was devastated by drought 
and high temperatures. 

However, it’s difficult to 
predict what mother nature 
will do, especially given last 
Saturday’s rain, wind, and 
hail storm that stmck just 
west of Clementsville. 

“We had a right smart of 
damage — about 150 acres 
of com affected and about 
100 acres of beans,” said 
Clement Woodmm, who, 
along with sons Mark and 
Brian, farm about 1,200 
acres of com and about 
1,000 acres of soybeans in 
the Clementsville area. 

Woodmm said that when 
the storm hit, he was out in 
it with a tractor and com 
planter.

Casey County resident's first book finding a following

“I’m not a vampire,” Wynter 
Wilkins said with a reassuring 
smile. “However I do have a 
tremendous respect for their 
culture and empathize with 
them.” 

When questioned about feel¬ 
ing compassion for what some 
consider evil, her emerald eyes 
peek over the purple lenses of 
her fashionable, gothic sun¬ 
glasses. 

“Are humans not also capa¬ 
ble of evil?” she queried, with 
a serious look. “Do humans not 
also do bad things?” 

The smile returns, and she 
sits back, satisfied with her an¬ 
swer. 

“I like to challenge people to 
think,” she said. “For people to 
look at things from a different 
perspective.” 

“Duality” could be a fitting 
term for local author Wynter 
Wilkins and her new series of 
books. 

The first book, “Strigoi,” is 
not only a rich and luxurious 
novel, but a hint of things to 
come. 

“I didn’t just sit down and 
start writing,” she said. 

She said years of research 
and extensive interviews went 
into writing what will be a five- 
volume work.

Allen delivered a hand¬ 
written note to The Casey 
County News in which she 
expresses her sorrow over 
what she did. 

“I want to sincerely apolo¬ 
gize to all the veterans and 
their family members that my 
unthinking actions have of¬ 
fended.

I understand if 
we did something like that it’s 
going to be so bad but we was 
just going to take a picture 
and wipe it off. We had a rag 
with us,” she said. 


45 years. She literally was the 
love of his life.” 

Wilkins, who spent near¬ 
ly eight years as a social 
worker, then moved to the 
special education field, had 
walked away from her ca¬ 
reer to care for her parents. 
“It’s just what I felt like I need¬ 
ed to do,” she said. 

While dealing with the death 
of her father, and caring for her 
mother, Wilkins began writing 
as a coping mechanism. 

“I was taking my mother to 
dialysis,” Wilkins said, “and 
during some of those 12-hour 
days, there’s only so many 
books you can read, and only 
so many games you can play 
on an ipod.” 

She admits until that time, 
she had never really thought 
about writing a book. 

“But with everything going 
on in my life, I had the oppor¬ 
tunity to be introspective,” she 
said. 

What began spilling on to 
the keyboard and out of her 
soul was an epic adventure into 
a then unknown world. 

“I couldn’t literally, for ex¬ 
ample, take a trip to Italy,” she 
said. “But when writing, and in 
books, you can go there. One 
thing my mother always used 
to tell me, ‘With a book, you 
can go anywhere.’ “ 

Thejourney 

Wilkins recalls a somewhat 
idyllic childhood of being a 
tomboy, ‘ridge-running’, and 
going fishing. 

“I had wonderful parents, 
very supportive, very loving 
and encouraging,” Wilkins 
said. “But other people judged 
me very harshly. At times I felt 
like an outsider. I dressed dif¬ 
ferently from everybody else, 
and like my father, I have al¬ 
ways been very much a cham¬ 
pion of the underdog.” 


Also, a photo of Allen and 
Tetreault in front of the foun¬ 
tain in Liberty Park shows 
them covered in mud with 
Tetreault’s tongue stuck out 
and Allen is smiling. 

Still, Tetreault said she 
wanted to apologize for what 
she did.

In her formative, teenage 
years, Wilkins experienced an 
epiphany. 

“I can remember being 
16 years old, in the Casey 
County Library, and seeing 
Anne Rice’s “Interview with a 
Vampire,” Wilkins said. “Her 
descriptions were so rich - just 
the way she described things 
was fascinating to me. And the 
characters had lived hundreds 
of years - they could come and 
go anywhere and do just about 
anything. I guess you could say 
that created a void for me-and 
that may have inspired me.” 

After pondering the possibil¬ 
ity, Wilkins acknowledges real 
life experiences and unavoid¬ 
able parallels appear in her 
work. 

“The main character, Lane, 
is an outsider, himself, and 
struggles with many social and 
moral issues,” Wilkins said. 
“And the relationship between 
Lane and Renata is similar to 
that of my parents. With both 
couples it was ‘love at first 
sight,’ or the ‘thunderbolt’ as 
it is referred to in the book. It’s 
that feeling, that moment when 
two people see each other for 
the first time and fall truly in 
love with each other.” 

The author also admits 
people she has met end up as a 
character in her books. 

“Sometimes just a name, 
- or some little thing that hap¬ 
pens,” she said. 

Those joining Wilkins on 
her literary journey will be 
treated to a world of complex 
and intriguing characters. 

“By the third book there’s 
probably about 98 characters 
who have been introduced,” 
she said.

The characters in my book face 
tremendous moral dilemmas - 
to kill or not to kill - love and 
loss - it’s not just all evil crea¬ 
tures. Some of the vampires in 
my book face some very diffi¬ 
cult decisions.” 

Wilkins is confident in 
choosing to portray vampires 
differently. 

“There’s so many things you 
read where there seems to be 
just one type of vampire, and 
only one way to kill them, and 
so on,” she said. “In this series, 
you’re going to be introduced 
to all kinds of vampires from all 
over the world. They are all dif¬ 
ferent. Some can walk around 
during the day time, some can 
only be killed certain ways.” 

Wilkins’ extensive research 
led her to an understanding 
of vampires as not only coun¬ 
terparts to human beings, but 
those who wish to co-exist. 

“The vampires you meet 
in my books - you wouldn’t 
mind if they were your next 
door neighbor,” she said. “You 
wouldn’t mind inviting them to 
a Christmas party.” 


Analogy and allegory 

Early reaction to “Strigoi,” 
which was officially released 
July 5, has been fantastic, ac¬ 
cording to Wilkins. 

“I’m delighted to hear the 
book is selling in Japan, Swe¬ 
den, Holland, the UK, and all 
over the world,” she said. “And 
I’m certainly excited and en¬ 
couraged to hear people’s reac¬ 
tions to the book. It seems as if 
everybody comes away with 
something different from it.” 

“The books will be an inter¬ 
esting blend of fact and fiction 
- almost to the point where you 
question what is real,” Willons 
said. “Everything is deliber¬ 
ate. There is a reason for every 
word I wrote. Everything was 
carefully considered.” 

It’s not only what Wynter 
Wilkins says, but what she 
doesn \ say which defines her 
as an author, and person. 

“I’m a teacher,” she said, 
“and one of the things I hope to 
do with my books is challenge 
people to think - to consider 
things from a different perspec¬ 
tive.” 

Is “Strigoi,” then, both a 
highly-entertaining novel and 
an intentional instrument? 

The smile returns. 

“I’m an advocate for social 
change and co-existence,” she 
said.

County ends year in 'good shape' 

A year-end financial statement for the county was re¬ 
leased last Friday at a special, called meeting of the Casey 
County Fiscal Court. 

“We ended the year in pretty good shape,” Casey County 
Judge/Executive Ronald Wright said. 

The financial statement for the county - dated July 1, 
2012 through June 30, 2013 - listed the unencumbered 
cash balance for the county at $1,868,704.08. 

The general hand’s cash balance was $559,640.79; road 
fund, $455,140.38; jail fund, $771,862.09; Local Govern¬ 
ment Economic Assistance (LGEA), $65,631.29; state, 
$2,803.70; andE911, $13,625.83. 

The yearly settlement showed the county with an end¬ 
ing balance from July 2, 2012 through June 30, 2013 of 
$1,945,448.60. 

A breakdown of that amount includes an ending balance 
in the general fund of $580,851.96; road fund, $479,711.86; 
jail, $795,136.61; LGEA, $67,381.29; state, $2,803.70; and 
E911, $19,563.18. 

Hospital board hears April, 

May financial reports 

The Casey County Hospital District met on July 9 and 
heard CFO Richard Hendershot give a financial report for 
April and May. 

Hendershot said that for the month of April, net operating 
revenue was $1,534 million while net operating expense 
was $1,507 million, for a net operating profit of $27,340. 

For May, the hospital took in $ 1.425 million and had op¬ 
erating expenses of $ 1.409, leaving a profit of $ 15,390. 

The past 11 months, the hospital, in addition to Casey 
County Primary Care and Casey Family Practice, shows 
operating revenue of $15,987 million and expenses of 
$15,568 million, for a net income of $418,292. 

Hendershot also presented capital requests from the 
various departments at the hospital, representing about $1.1 
million. The largest request was for an MRI machine at 
$820,000. 

CEO Rusty Tungate also reported that the hospital 
charged off $100,335.59 in bad debts, with one account to¬ 
taling more than $68,142. 

Tungate announced that the hospital’s health fair will be 
held on Saturday, Aug. 17.

anniversary of the Nation¬ 
al Do Not Call Registry. 

The program, not sur¬ 
prisingly, was an imme¬ 
diate hit, with 50 million 
phone numbers added 
in the first three months 
alone. Now, there are 
more than 221 million on 
file, according to the Fed¬ 
eral Trade Commission 
(FTC). It’s worth noting 
that Kentucky was a lead¬ 
er in this area, because we 
had established our own 
do-not-call list a year ear¬ 
lier. It became part of the 
national registry in 2007. 
(If you would like to add 
your phone number, please 
contact 888-382-1222 or 
go online at https ://www. 
donotcall.gov/. You will 
only need to do this once, 
because this service does 
not expire.) 

As our nation becomes 
ever more connected, pro¬ 
grams like this and several 
others with consumers in 
mind have helped us avoid 
not just high-pressure 
sales tactics but also such 
crimes as scams and iden¬ 
tity theft. 

That latter crime has 
sky-rocketed since the 
popular rise of the internet 
and has been the leading 
complaint handled by the 
FTC for the last 13 years. 
It accounted for a sixth 



of the two million cases 
the agency investigated 
in 2012, and nearly 2,500 
came from Kentucky. 
That puts us 39 th among 
the states on average - 
the lowest in the South 
in this category - and we 
rank even lower for other 
types of fraud, indicating 
our citizens are not being 
targeted as much as those 
living in most other states. 

Unfortunately, the same 
cannot be said of those 
who serve our country. 
Military families filed 
62,000 complaints with 
the FTC in 2012, which 
is a key reason why that 
agency and such oth¬ 
ers as the Department of 
Defense have teamed up 
to call July 17 th Military 
Consumer Protection Day. 
Those wanting to know 
more can find a wealth of 
information online at Mili- 
tary.ncpw.gov. 

Another vulnerable 
group targeted by scam 
artists is our elderly. A sur¬ 
vey cited by the National 
Conference of State Legis¬ 
latures found that a fifth of 
those 65 or older reported 
they had been a victim 
of financial fraud, result¬ 
ing in nearly $3 billion 
stolen every year. Many 
think this figure is actually 


much higher due to under¬ 
reporting. 

A little more than half of 
the states, including Ken¬ 
tucky, have enacted laws 
designed to curb this prob¬ 
lem. As our country con¬ 
tinues its graying trend, 
this type of crime could 
become much worse if we 
don’t continue to take a 
pro-active stance against 
it. 

In an effort to increase 
awareness, the state’s De¬ 
partment of Financial In¬ 
stitutions held more than 
a dozen meetings across 
the state between 2007 
and 2012, reaching 1,200 
senior citizens. The state’s 
Department of Insurance 
and the Attorney General’s 
office as well as the Better 
Business Bureau also took 
part, since all three are 
also heavily involved in 
stopping scams. 

“Scam,” in fact, is the 
acronym that the Attorney 
General calls on everyone 
to remember to avoid be¬ 
ing a victim. We should 
be: 

■ Stingy with our per¬ 
sonal information, 

■ Check any odd charg¬ 


es on our financial docu¬ 
ments, 

■ Ask for a free copy 
of our credit report once 
a year by calling 877-322- 
8228 or going online at 
www.annualcreditreport. 
com; and 

■ Manage our per¬ 
sonal records carefully so 
would-be thieves cannot 
access them. 

Law enforcement and 
financial regulating agen¬ 
cies have re-dedicated 
their efforts in recent 
years to catch these types 
of criminals and to keep 
the public informed. The 
Kentucky House has been 
vigilant as well, and during

sion, it voted unanimously 
to encourage the Kentucky 
Board of Education to re¬ 
quire financial literacy 
courses in every school.

Filmmaker shoots promotional 
photos for fan documentary 

CLARK COUNTY (Winchester) 

There is a story former University of 
Kentucky basketball coach Joe B. Hall 
likes to tell. A season-ticket holder is 
at a game alone and the people sitting 
around him start asking about the emp¬ 
ty seat next to him. 

“I usually come with my wife,” the 
man said, “but she can’t come any¬ 
more.” 

The questioning continues — 
couldn’t he have just brought another 
family member or friend? 

“Well, I would have, but they’re all 
at her funeral,” he said. 

According to Coach Hall, “It’s abso¬ 
lutely true.” 

That kind of fanatic devotion is the 
subject of a new documentary, “The 
Sixth Man,” by local filmmaker Jason 
Epperson and former Winchester resi¬ 
dents Lee Cruse and brothers Steve and 
Tim Bates. Epperson and Steve Bates 
began filming promotional clips for 
the film Friday at the Winchester Op¬ 
era House, with local fans, as well as 
Hall and former Miss America Heather 
French Henry. 

“We want to show that everybody’s 
a fan. That’s the concept, that we’re all 
the sixth man,” Epperson said. 

While some may see those fans as 
a distraction for players and coaches, 
Hall said he relished the excitement 
surrounding the program. 

“The fans, they mean so much to the 
program. The fans reflect the tradition, 
they are keepers of the tradition, and 
they insist it is kept at the highest lev¬ 
el,” Hall said. 

Epperson said he expects the film to 
be ready in October, in time for Big 
Blue Madness, the event that inspired 
he and the Bates brothers to make the 
documentary. In 2010, they met a fan 
who broke an arm but refused to go to 
the hospital because he didn’t want to 
lose his spot in line to get tickets to the 
event. 

“It’s full force. We’re ready to get it 
going. It’s funny. You’ll laugh, you’ll 
cry and you’ll laugh again,” Steve 
Bates said. 

Two dead, two wounded in 
Green County murder-suicide

Warren County Schools 
violated open meetings law 

WARREN COUNTY (Bowling 
Green) - The Warren County Pub¬ 
lic Schools Board of Education vio¬ 
lated the Open Meetings Act on April 
29 when it left more than 100 people 

- many of whom were mothers with 
children in strollers - standing in the 
Lovers Lane parking lot, Kentucky’s 
attorney general ruled. 

The ruling last Tuesday from Attor¬ 
ney General Jack Conway and Michelle 
D. Harrison, assistant attorney general, 
was made public Friday through a 
Twitter message. The Daily News, of 
Bowling Green, obtained a copy of the 
10-page decision Saturday. 

The county school board “failed to 
make reasonable efforts to conduct its 
April 29 meeting in a place ‘convenient 
to the public’ or provide meeting room 
conditions that allowed ‘effective pub¬ 
lic observation’ of the meeting,” the at¬ 
torney general noted. 

The opinion noted that “the board 
violated the act in failing to make 
any efforts to accommodate the large 
crowd which wanted to attend its April 
29 meeting.” 

The special meeting was the first 
since the WCPS had made its April 18 
student cap decision. Although rumors 
circulated throughout the community 
that many people might attend - even 
though special meetings do not have 
a public comment period - the meet¬ 
ing remained at the Lovers Lane board

offices although the gymnasium at ad¬ 
jacent Briarwood Elementary School 
could have been used. 

“The point was that they are elected 
officials and they are responsible to 
their constituents,” Cameron Lebed¬ 
insky of Bowling Green, who initiated 
the complaint to the attorney general, 
said Saturday. “It makes one wonder 
what else they might have done that 
might not be kosher.” 

Lebedinsky asked in her complaint 
that county school board decisions 
made at the meeting “be null and 
void.” 

Jones' defamation trial is over, 
but not social media fight 

KENTON COUNTY (Covington) 

- Former Bengals cheerleader Sarah 
Jones’ defamation lawsuit against the 
gossip website TheDirty.com has been 
litigated for 43 months in federal court, 
but another battle is being fought in so¬ 
cial media where there are no rules of 
decorum. 

And the rancor is likely to ratchet up 
after Jones got a $338,000 judgment 
against the website Thursday in federal 
court in Covington. 

TheDirty.com lawyer David Gingras 
said social website junkies will begin 
blogging about every aspect of Jones’ 
life because they see her as waging a 
war against free speech. She became 
an online target after being convicted 
last October of a felony for admitting a 
sexual relationship with a 17-year-old 
student, Cody York, she taught in high 
school. 

Anonymous posts on TheDirty.com 
have included a nearly naked photo of 
a female friend of Jones and a barrage 
of zingers about everything from the 
legal skills of Jones’ attorney, Eric De¬ 
ters, to Jones’ sexual preferences. 

The website operator, Nik Richie, 
said he is just defending himself 
against attacks Jones and Deters have 
made on him. 

Jones has gone on “Anderson Live,” 
“Dr. Phil,” “20/20,” and WLW-AM 
(700) to talk about her suit against 
TheDirty.com. 

Woman, 54, admits giving 
alcohol, drugs to minors 

FRANKLIN COUNTY (Frank¬ 
fort) - A woman who supplied alcohol 
and marijuana to minors in her home 
pleaded guilty Thursday in Franklin 
Circuit Court. 

Donna Berry, 54, pleaded guilty to 
six counts of second-degree unlawful 
transaction with a minor, five counts of 
third-degree unlawful transaction with 
a minor and endangering the welfare of 
a minor. 

From November to January, Berry 
provided alcohol, including vodka and 
beer, to five minors and allowed six 
minors to smoke marijuana while they 
were supposed to be in school. 

One of the minors was 11 years old, 
according to court documents. The 
oldest was 15. 

Berry also allegedly sent inappropri¬ 
ate texts to the minors and dressed in¬ 
appropriately while the juveniles were 
in her Grant Avenue house, according 
to court documents. 

A few of the teenagers admitted to 
smoking marijuana and drinking at 
Berry’s home while others denied it, 
court documents show. 

Assistant Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Emily Wilkey recommended a four- 
year sentence and took no position on 
probation. 

Berry will be sentenced Aug. 23.

Eye exam required for 
children entering public 
school for first time 


Parents will soon be busy 
making their back-to-school 
lists. School supplies and 
new clothes may be at the 
top of those lists, but an eye 
exam should be included as 
well. 

State law requires that 
children ages 3 through 6 
who are entering a public 
school or preschool program 
for the first time have a vi¬ 
sion exam. 

“Studies show that vision 
problems are a major factor 
in limiting children’s abili¬ 
ties to leam and succeed,” 
said Dr. Tonia Batts, an op¬ 
tometrist in Mayfield. “Hav¬ 
ing children’s eyes examined 
is one of the most important 
things parents can do to sup¬ 
port their children’s educa¬ 
tion and good health.” 

Up to 13 percent of chil¬ 
dren age 5 and younger have 
some type of vision condi¬ 
tion. After age 5, that number 
increases to 25 percent. 

“We encourage all parents 
to have their children’s eyes 
examined because many 
problems may not be obvi¬ 
ous to them or their chil¬ 
dren’s teachers,” Batts said. 
“Young children don’t real¬ 
ize that the way they see the 
world may not be the way it 
should be. Early diagnosis 
and treatment can prevent 
loss of sight from amblyopia, 
which is commonly called 
lazy eye. Unfortunately, one- 
half of all cases of amblyopia 
are not diagnosed until after 


age 5, when it is difficult to 
correct.” 

Amblyopia is the leading 
cause of vision loss in people 
under age 40 - more than in¬ 
juries or any other disease. 
However, it is almost 100 
percent treatable if detected 
early. 

Batts also said an eye ex¬ 
amination is particularly im¬ 
portant if your child exhibits 
any of these signs of possible 
eye problems: 

• Loses place while read¬ 
ing, holds the book closer 
than normal or uses his fin¬ 
ger to maintain his place 
while reading. 

• Avoids close work.

Child Find for Children with Disabilities in Need of 
Special Education or 504 Services 

Child Find 

The Casey County School District keeps educational records in a secure location in each 
school and Board office. 

The Casey County School District obtains written consent from a parent or eligible student 
(age 18 or who is attending a postsecondary institution), before disclosing personally 
identifiable information to an entity or individual not authorized to receive it under FERPA. 

For students who have been determined eligible for Special Education, educational records 
will be destroyed at the request of the parents when they are no longer needed to provide 
educational programs or services. 

The Casey County School District may destroy the educational records of a child without 
parent request five years after they are no longer needed to provide educational programs or 
services. Parents are advised that data contained in the records may later be needed for 
Social Security benefits or other purposes. 

The Casey County School District may retain, for an indefinite period of time, a record of the 
student’s name, address, telephone number, grades, attendance records, classes attended, 
grade level completed, and year completed. 

Children eligible for Special Education include those children with disabilities who have 
autism, deaf-blindness, developmental delay, emotional-behavior disability, hearing impairment, 
mental disability, multiple disabilities, orthopedic impairment, other health impairment, specific 
learning disability, speech or language impairment, traumatic brain injury, or visual impairment 
and who because of such an impairment need Special Education services. 

Children eligible for 504 services include those children in a public elementary and 
secondary education program who have a current physical or mental impairment that 
currently substantially limits some major life activity which causes the student’s ability to access 
the school environment or school activities to be substantially limited. 

Children eligible for the State-Funded Preschool program include three- and four- 
year-old children identified with disabilities and four-year-old children who are at- 
risk, as defined by federal poverty levels up to 150%. Preschool children eligible for 
special education must have an Individual Education Plan (IEP) instead of a 504 
plan to receive State-Funded Preschool program services. 

The Casey County School District has an ongoing “Child Find’’ system, which is designed to 
locate, identify and evaluate any child residing in a home, facility, or residence within its 
geographical boundaries, age three (3) to twenty-one (21) years, who may have a disability and 
be in need of Special Education or 504 services. This includes children who are not in school; 
those who are in public, private, or home school; those who are highly mobile such as children 
who are migrant or homeless; and those who are advancing from grade to grade, who may 
need but are not receiving Special Education or 504 services. 

The district’s “Child Find" system includes children with disabilities attending private or home 
schools within the school district boundaries who may need special education services. 

The Casey County School District will make sure any child enrolled in its district who qualifies 
for Special Education or 504 services, regardless of how severe the disability, is provided 
appropriate Special Education or 504 services at no cost to the parents of the child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are urged to 
help the Casey County School District find any child who may have a disability and need 
Special Education or 504 services. The District needs to know the name and age, or date of 
birth of the child; the name, address, and phone number(s) of the parents or guardian; the 
possible disability; and other information to determine if Special Education or 504 services are 
needed. 

Letters and phone calls are some of the ways the Casey County School District collects the 
information needed. The information the school District collects will be used to contact the 
parents of the child and find out if the child needs to be evaluated or referred for Special 
Education or 504 services. 

If you know of a child who lives within the boundaries of the Casey County School District, 
who may have a disability, and may need but is not receiving Special Education or 504 
services, please call Barry D. Lee or send the information to:

As part of these efforts the 
Casey County School District will use screening information, student records, and basic 
assessment information it collects on all children in the District to help locate those children who 
have a disability and need Special Education or 504 services. Any information the District 
collects through “Child Find" is maintained confidentially. 

Written Policies and Procedures have been developed which describe the District’s 
requirements regarding the confidentiality of personally identifiable information and “Child Find" 
activities. There are copies in the Principal’s office of each school, and in the Board of 
Education office.

The Casey County Coach 
Pitch All Stars finished a 
stellar season on July 14, 
with an eighth place fin¬ 
ish at the state level. It 
was the first time a team 
from Casey represented the 
county in the tournament. 

The team won the Dis¬ 
trict 5 title the week before 
when competing against 
teams from Rockcastle 
County, Wayne County, 
Whitley County and Som¬ 
erset. 

The state tournament, 
held in Nicholasville, was 
scheduled to begin last 
Wednesday but rain de¬ 
layed the start until Thurs¬ 
day. Casey’s opening game 
draw was the tough team 
from Southeast Lexington, 
which beat Casey 10-1. 

The tournament was 
double elimination and 
Casey went on a winning 
streak, earning three victo¬ 
ries over the next two days 


of the tournament. 

“We come back and 
played Friday,” said Coach 
Brad Johnson. “We played 
Lake Cumberland (Somer¬ 


set) and beat them 15-6. We 
then went on to Saturday 
and played Jackson County 
and beat them 19-4. Then 
we played North Lexing¬ 


ton and we beat them 
15-9. We were really play¬ 
ing well on Saturday.” 

The loss that kept the all- 
star team from a top four 


finish came on Sunday. Jes¬ 
samine County beat Casey 
6-3. 

The team first began 
practicing together in early 


April as a part of the coun¬ 
ty’s league. Their first tour¬ 
nament came in early May. 

“Going into the season I 
was hoping for a winning 
record, but they really ex¬ 
ceeded all of the coaches’ 
expectations,” Johnson 
said. 

The team had a winning 
record of 32-9 throughout 
the season. Johnson said 
most of their losses were to 
travel teams that consisted 
of athletes from three or 
four counties, rather than 
just one. 

The Casey All-Stars won 
three of the eight tourna¬ 
ments in which they com¬ 
peted — Central Ky. Slam 
in Garrard County, Derby 
State Classic at Lindsey 
Wilson College, and Dis¬ 
trict 5 of Cal Ripken Little 
League. 

The team of 11 athletes, 
coached by Johnson, Justin 
Bowmer, Scott Price and 
Barry Stringer, is made up 
seven 8-year-olds and four 
7-year-olds.

A Casey County grand 
jury indicted a Hustonville 
man on Monday on six 
counts ranging from drugs 
to assault, burglary, and at¬ 
tempting to steal an auto¬ 
mobile.

provide Medicaid cover¬ 
age to those with incomes 
up to 133 percent of the 
poverty level unless they 
live in a state opting out of 
the Medicaid expansion. 

People who earn between 
the poverty level and four 
times that amount will be 
eligible for tax credits for 
private health insurance. 

Health care reform is ex¬ 
pected to reduce the num¬ 
ber of uninsured people by 
27 million over the next 10 
years, the Congressional 
Budget Office said. 

To market, to market 

For those who don’t 
currently have healthcare 
coverage, options may be 
increasing. 

Last week, Health and 
Human Services (HHS) 
Secretary Kathleen Sebe- 
lius announced $150 mil¬ 
lion in grants have been 
awarded to 1,159 health 
centers across the nation 
to enroll uninsured Ameri¬ 
cans in new health cover¬ 
age options made available 
by the AC A. 

In Kentucky, 20 facili¬ 
ties received a total of just 
over $2.3 million. 

Unfortunately, none 
of the grants are coming 
to Casey or neighboring 
counties. 

As for proximity, grants 
were rewarded to two Lex¬ 
ington facilities - Lexing¬ 
ton Fayette Urban County 
Health Department, who 
received $146,098, and the 
University of Kentucky, 
obtaining $90,691. 

Health Resources and 
Services Administration 
(HRSA) Administrator 
Mary Wakefield said all 
current community health 
centers were eligible to 
apply”for grants, but deci¬ 
sions were geared toward 
rural communities and 
large, urban areas. 

The grant money is ex¬

with enrollment into af¬ 
fordable health coverage, 
she said. 

In a nationwide confer¬ 
ence call last Wednesday, 
Sebelius said the grants 
and hiring/training of out¬ 
reach workers is part of an 
effort to make applying for 
health coverage as easy as 
possible. 

Wakefield said outreach 
workers will not only be 
“on-site” in community 
healthcare centers, but 
also places “where people 
tend to congregate, such as 
shopping centers, or possi¬ 
bly even locations such as 
community libraries. 

Community health cen¬ 
ters were chosen to receive 
grants because of the big 
uptick in usage. 

In 2009, an estimated 

17.1 million people visited 
community health centers, 
she said, and last year, over 

21.1 million people had 
visited the centers across 
the United States. 

“About 90 percent of 
those people (attending 
the centers) were below 
200 percent of the poverty 
level,” Wakefield said. 

The ACA has earmarked 
mandatory funding through 
2015, and more people en¬ 
tering the insurance mar¬ 
ketplace should provide 
sustainable funds for the 
centers, she said.

Sebelius said she will 
be spending the next few 
weeks “helping to get the 
word out” by traveling 
across the country. 

Although enrollment in 
healthcare is not officially 
set to begin until Oct. 1, 
people are encouraged to 
learn all they can by visit¬ 
ing websites such as http:// 
www.HealthCare.gov. 

The new, consumer- 
focused HealthCare.gov 
website, and a 24-hour-a- 
day consumer call center, 
will assist people with 
open enrollment and can 
help them ultimately sign 
up for health coverage 

But once outreach work¬ 
ers are trained and in 
place, people can utilize 
more personalized service, 
Wakefield said. 

“Having trained, face-to- 
face assistance in enroll¬ 
ment from trusted resourc¬ 
es at local health centers 
means more people will 
get the help they need,” 
she said. 

Penalty zone 

It is important to remem¬ 
ber individuals who don’t 
have some form of health¬ 
care insurance by January 
1, 2014 may be penalized, 

The penalties for “non- 
compliance” are: 

-$95 per uninsured per¬ 
son or 1 percent of house¬ 
hold income over the filing 
threshold 

-In 2015 the amount in¬ 
creases to $325 per unin¬ 
sured person or 2 percent 
of household income over 
the filing threshold 

-For 2016 and beyond, 
$695 per uninsured person 
or 2.5 percent of house¬ 
hold income over the filing 
threshold. 

-Beginning in 2017, the 
penalties will be increased 
by the cost-of-living ad¬ 
justment. 

For those under 18 years 
old, the applicable per per¬ 
son penalty is one-half of 
the amounts listed above.
